In some cases a player has proved 

equally strong in both branches of play 
and he has been chosen for both the 
offense and defensive teams. 
_ I consider that real offense begins 
after the team has crossed the cen- 
ter of the field, and that prior to that 
time little or nothing in the way of 
advanced offense should be shown. 
This is in- the main the Eagtern ‘idea, 
and since thig is an all-Eastern and not 
all-Western or all-American eleven, the 
defense is of paramount importance. 
Right or wrong, that is the way the 
game is played in this section. 

Beginning with the ends, I have chos- 
en O’Hearn of Cornell and’ O’Brien of 
Harvard, in the face’ of.the fact that 
the former was unable to finish the 
season because of injury and that the 
latter! was rasponsible for the safety 
scored by Yale. 

O’Hearn was the hardest man to put 
off his feet in the entire country, a fact 
admitted by Western coaches as well as 
Eastern, and his ability to diagnose the 
play was not matched by any other end 
playing the gaime. 

O’Brien is much the same type of 
player and when he made his one mis- 
play in the Harvard-Yale game he 
did only what any other player on 
either team probably would have 
done. Ewen the coaches on the side 
limes dig not know that he had not 
made a touch back until the official 
ruling was announced. 


jAnother Type Required. 

When our hypothetical team crosses 
the middle of the fleld, however, we 
want -specialists in cross-blocking, men 
‘who can put the secondary«defense out 
of play, and since there are such spe- 
cilalists in the fleld they should be re- 
warded for their work. Also, we want 
ends who can carry the ball in the 
style of a halfback, running from their 
positions, and we want men who are 
tearers down the field as well as experts 
in receiving the forward pass.

Officials of the Civic League say they 
see striking similarity between bills: to 
regulate billboards prepared by Jeptha 
bD.

The-city’s attorneys offered evidence in 
court to show that billboards, construct- 
ed as they were then, and at present, 
except for fireproofing, were a menace 
to society in many ways. Newspaper 
accounts of highway robberies, assaults 
and manslaughter, aided and protected 
by billboards, were produced, The ex- 
istence of nuisances in lots behind bill- 
boards that prevented a view from the 
street Was dwelt upon. 

The 19% ordinance limited billboards to 
a height of 14 feet, with a clearance of at 
least four feet at the ground, and pro- 
vided that no billboard should be more 
than 50 feet in length, or closer than 
six feet to a building. It also restrict- 
ed their erection to at least 14 feet from 
the building line. It provided that an 
annual license of $1 for each lineal foot 
shquld be paid to the city by billboard 
companies, and that $1 for each 25 square 
feet of area should be paid for signs on 
buildings. 


Howe Bill. Reduces 
The Howe bill, pending in "ane Public 


Improvements Comimttee of the Council, 
reduces the license to $1 for each 60- 


deckers, 24 feet high, on “special per- 
mits.’ It provides also that the boards 
may be built within two feet of the 
ground and flush with the building line. 

The -McKelvey bill provides’ that 
boards may be built within two feet of 


the ground and flush with the building 
line, and that double-deckers may be 
built 24 feet high without even a “‘special 
permit.”’ The only restriction on double- 
deckers is that they must stand back of 
the building line a distance equal to their 
height. 

Neither the Howe nor McKelvey bills 
limits the length of a billboard, and 
neither forbids their erection against a 
cuilding. 

The McKelvey bill provides a license 
fee of $1 for each 20 square feet of 
area for billboards, and $1 for each 100 
square feet for signs on buildings.

The giri fled from the house,'she said. 
but as she did so fired a revolver over

Miss Copeland said she had been in 
possession of the revolver only about an 
hour before the killing. Today she de- 
clared.she carried the weapon to the 
Atchison home in her belt. 

The prosecution closed its case before 
Miss Copeland took the stand.

“The Atchisons are going to keep on 
fooling with me until something hap- 
pens.”’
